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We are showing here a few of the machines that 
we use in cleaning and grading our seeds. Some of 
these are installed in batteries of 3 or 4. Then there 
are seores of sereens for some of these machines. 
Others work on a different basis and use no screens 
at all. All of them require expert adjustment ac- 
cording to the kind of seed being cleaned and the 
impurities to be removed. Sometimes we buy seed 
already cleaned but for the most part we do all our 
own cleaning and grading. We have the equipment 
and the know how.

After going through our plant all lots are tested 
in our laboratory. Test tags are prepared to show 
the purity, germination and any other information 
that the Federal Law requires for shipments going 
into your state.

The qualities of the regular Clinton Oats are 
quite well Known. Strong, stiff straw. Big, 
heavy grains. Highly resistant to Helmentho- 
sporium Blight and to most races of rust. 
Medium maturity. Heavy yields. 

The Clinton Reselect is a variety or strain 
that has been selected from the original pro- 
duction because it showed improvement over 
the old. It is recognized as a distinctly differ- 
ent variety and it is specially certified under 
this new name. Other states have also made 
such selections and called them by different 
names such as Clinton 11 and Clinton 59, both 
of which are described on page 9. They are 
very similar although in our opinion the Iowa 
Reselect is the best of the three. 


This variety ripens more evenly than the 
original Clinton. It has straw that stands up 
even after grain is dead ripe. The grain has 
thin hulls giving higher feeding value. This 
variety is adapted to Illinois, Ohio, Indiana, 
Minnesota and to all of the spring oat areas. 


The performance of any variety will depend 
in part on weather conditions. All years are 
not equally good oat years. Take it over a 
period of time you will find it hard to equal 
these Oats in quality or production. When 
race 45 rust becomes prevalent it might be 
better to choose Cherokee or Colo. See page 8. 
Under normal conditions however, we can 
highly recommend our Iowa Reselect Clintons 
as one of the best to grow. 





Our Iowa Reselect are all state certified seed. 
But keep this in mind that Berry’s Certified is 
superior in grade to most certified seed on the 
market. To meet Certification Standards, seed 
must have high varietal purity, freedom of nox- 
ious weed seeds and of good germination.

The old open pollinated corn was a mixture of 
many varieties. In making Hybrid Corn, inbreed- 
ing eliminated these varieties so that the inbred 
was a single pure line of corn.

How- 
ever, the pollinating period of such a Hybrid is 
shorter. In event that hot weather hits when it 
is pollinating, a lot of the pollen will be killed 
which will result in poorly filled ears. The silk on 
the ears will remain receptive to pollen for quite a 
long period of time. Therefore, by prolonging the 
pollinating period we get greater assurance of well 
filled ears.

This Spring or common Vetch is not as hardy 
as Winter Vetch and should be sown onlyinthe 
spring excepting in areas where temperatures 
do not go below zero. The seeds are much larger and the plant — 
makes a coarser growth than Winter Vetch. Although it ‘does pre 
not siand extreme cold it ‘does prefer a cool-growing season. It 
can be grown as far south as regular field peas can be grown. 
This does not mean Cowpeas but the true peas. In fact, you can 
use this crop like Canada Field Peas. A good practice is to sow 
with oats and cut the two together for hay while the oats are 
still green.

ENGLISH BLUE GRASS 


Also Known as Meadow Fescue

This is a grass that is very widely adapated. It is a crop that can 
be used both for hay and for pasture purposes. It yields around two 
tons of hay per acre on the average land. The grass grows to a 
height of 15 to 20 inches, depending a good deal upon the conditions. 
It is a very valuable grass to use in pastures, because it comes on 
early in the spring and keeps on the job until late in the fall. The 
value of the grass is greater early and later, rather than in midsum- 
mer. It is a fine grass, however, in the territory to which it is adapted. 

English Blue grass will grow well from Kansas and Nebraska 
east to the Atlantic coast. It has been grown from Canada to the 
Gulf. This takes in most of the eastern part of the United States. 
It may not do too well in the extreme south. 
This grass is not critical as to soils. It is very 
well adapted to wet lands. It is like Red Top and 
Reed Canary grass in that respect. It is a long 
lived grass. It will last longer than Timothy and 
stands more heat. You can sow it either alone or 
in a mixture with other grasses, or grasses and 
elovers. It adds variety to pasture and increases 
the value. If you sow it alone, use around 20 
pounds of seed to the acre.

We strongly recommend sowing Alfalfa with Brome. This grass 
uses a lot of nitrogen.

“not be pastured too close to the ground otherwise, the alfalfa will 
be injured.

Every year farmers are lIearning more about using 
erasses. Articles in farm papers and demonstrations of 
pastures and meadows are showing how profitable grasses 
can be. The value of grass in soil erosion work is now 
more thoroughly appreciated than ever before.

Most everyone realizes that waterways 
should be seeded down.

While the sweet clover is used principally 
for soil improvement and for pasture it also 
will make good hay, especially the first year. 
It should *be cut early enough in the fall so 
that the growth can come on to make good 
production before winter sets in or cut it 
with a fairly high stubble. The feeding 
value of sweet clover hay, especially the first 
year’s crop, is very good. It should be well 
cured so that it does not become moldy. If 
you wish hay in the second year be sure to 
eut it with a high stubble. The second crop 
from sweet clover, in the second year of its 
crowth, comes up from the stubble and not 
from a crown like alfalfa. If you cut sweet 
clover close to the ground in the second year 
of its growth you will generally kill it out. 
If it is eut for hay_in the second year, cut 


it about the time the bloom buds begin to 
show up.
